anybody who togk the trouble to bring them,
The soldier was expected to have a touch of
ferocity in his disposition, and to be only
kept from massacres even in time of paace
by rigid discipline,

Now, howaver, all this is changed.
soldier has to be gentle, ax well as brave.
Plunder, not to speak of the slanghter, of
the upresistinvg hes como to be looked at ns
n great stain om the reputation of an army.
Soldiers are expected to respect private pro-
perty on the march, and what they take to
take in an orderly and quasi-legal manner,
under cover of a ‘‘requisition.” It is a point
of houor with 8 general to see that women
who fall within the sphere of his operations
are held harmless, and that no wanton de-
vastation is committed in the territory throngh
which bhe passes, even though it be the
cnemy s territory. Oceasionully, of conrse,
devastation is formally and designedly com-
mitted. bot always with mnch lamentation
over it as n painfal military necessity. This
state of things has furnished belligerents
with mesns of damaging each other they
never eujoyed in the goold old days, and
they avail themwselves of those means
with Indicrous diligence. It is, of conrse,
impossible to guess what Tilly would have
Aaid if he had been denounced us & savage by
bundreds of newspapers; but the probabili-
ties are that, his morality romaining what it
was, he would have enjoyed the notoriety.
Commeanders in onr day, and the nations
which emiploy them, are grown thin-skinned
in proportion to the increase of publicity by
which all deeds, both of peace and war, are
surronuded, aud accordingly we find stories
of *“‘atrocities” committed by the enemy's
troops now a very favorite weapon of warfare.
During the Rebellion the Southern newspa-
pers temed with acconnts of Northern lust
and ferocity, beginning with Beauregard's
.'lji.‘al.‘.\' und lluul)" anecdote. There were
few Houtlemners who were not firmly per-
maded. on the anthority of multitudinous edi-
tors, aud persons who hal visited New York
and Newport in the summer season, that the
plan of the Federal Governmentwas to fill
its regiments with the dregs of the popula-
tion from the great citics—thieves, bulliss,
and gumblers and murderers, and then let
them loose on the perceful, simple, nnsophis-
ticated inhabitants of Sonthern villages and
plantations. As the war went on, awful
things came to light every day, showing the
tigerish disposition of the Northern troops,
such as the surrender of the town in Tennes-
see to the troops for two hours, during which
the inmates of a ladies’ boarding-school were
snbjected to nnmentionable outrages.

Duriug the Indian mutiny the Sepoys were
served up to the English public in the same
way. Nothing was rarer than for English-
women to eseape outrage, followsd by public
mutilation, in the midst of a crowd of re-
joicing fiends, and people in Eogland were
only disabused of this belief by the failure of
apy of the victims of the mutilations to make
their appearance. At first it was said that
the persons who had had their noses and eavs
cut off, and their tongunes cut out, wers
ashamwed to show themselves, but at last even
this excuse for them ceased to be heard,
or only excited a langh. In the Italian
war of 1839, the Austrisns were hand-
somely reviled for their  bratalities,
They shot villagers without the smallest
provocalion, and otherwise revelled in
cruelty. T'he Austro-Pruossian war of 1386
did not last long enougb for the Prussians to
display their charncter in Bohemia, bat they
are making & fearful exposure of their real
nature in the present conflict. The burn-
ings, vroblLeries, rapes, desecration of
churches, with which they are charged by
French newspapers, are really enough to
make angels weep, aud would, if all true,
show (hem to be flends incarnate, The
Prossians in the early days of the struggle
expended their ingennity in this line on the
Turcos, who, though doubtless anserapulons
barbarians, were certainly made responsible
for ten times the number of murders of
wonnded wen, apd ten times the namber of
insnlts to hospital nurses, they ever com-
milted,

Much as one may regret the amonnt of
mendacity expended in this line of operations,
it is satisfactory as revealing the steady
growth of the power of public opinion over
the most powerful and most excited bellige-
rents. No matter what victories Bismarck
may win, or how hopeless the situnation of the
French may be, he acknowledges every day
that he is responsible to somebody yet more
‘“‘august” than bis “angust master'—and
that, even after the vanqgunished have fired

, their last shot, they are npot wholly de-
fenseless,
many appeals to the judgment of mankind

superiority of force alone wonld not soffice
to justify. The French lies about the
Uhlans, and the Prossian lies about the Tur-
cos, thoufb less respectable and less formal,
are also sither so many attempts to resort to
the same great tribunal for the decision of

uestions which the sword, no matter how

oftly wielded, must leave unsolved—or to
get, on one side or the other, & power whioh,
though it may seem of little consequence on
the battle-field, is what gives vietories their
fruits and makes defeat hopeless,

state that the latest rations have been bhut one
pound of meat per week for each soldier in-
side the defenses of the city, with the stock
of animal food rapidly dissppearing. Mean-
while the investing force bhave, by intense
exerlion and wnceasing vigilance, been able
to keep open communication with the Rhine
frontier, and have drawn very heavy aid, in
all requisites, from home, Dut they bave also
completely eaten out and exhausted the

Bul it 18 not Paris alone which finds itsell
in this miserable plight, All Fraoes is, to
some degree, menaced with & similarealamity,
In the twenty depatlinents now watoly under
the heavy hand of the invader
production aud of harvesting, the ex
consnmption by bolli armies, the reckless or
nnavoidable waste, the burning and other
destinction of materiul, and the removal be-
yond the frontiers of large quantities of agil-
cultural produce which cannot ba refmported,
Lave swept the country bare.  Moreover, we
must recolleet that last spring, before the
war began, we hud repeated advices from
France of anticipnted short crops in France,
axd that these advices have net been coutra-
dicted. tecently there have been morve
satisfactory accounis from the sonthern
departwents, buf, as a general summing
up, even were there no war, this great
I'rench nation of forty millions would have
bad to depend very largely upon imported
cereals for its winter subsistenes. The two
vears' advance supply on haud of breadstuff’s,
which was one of the boasted arrangemenis
of the imperial system, seems to have beon,
for this year at least, as much a myth as the
strength and reliability of its military organ-
ization. In one word—a word of solemn,
overshadowing portont—the gaunt spectre of
fawine looms up in move gignatic and ghastly
proportions every hour over the once fair
land of France. The nation bat yestsrday so
mighty is *“‘hard bestead and hungry,” and
neither rulers nor people know whithar to
look in this hour of their tribulation, The
trials that bave fullem wupon thew
are almost apocalyptic their snud.
denness, their completeness and their
terror, With  the threatened dearth
comes the namelsess horror of the **pestilence
that walketh in darkness,” which falls upon
all famished regions, and of the still more
frightful outburst of fraulic passions among
hot-blooded races driven to despair. The
Lhour seems close at hand, indeed, for the
beautiful, the imperial city of the late Napo-
leonic empire, ““when “‘the keepers of the
house shall tremwbls and the strong men shall
bow themselves, and the grinders cease be-
cause they are few, and those that luok onut
of the windows shall be darkened,  andall the
proud nation shall share in her sorrow.

This is a terrible contingency for Christen-
dom to contemplate—n momentons lesson for
ambitious princes and statesmen to ponder,
It cannot be underrated or fail to be compre-
hended. Let us hope that its instraction will
not be thrown away.

Yet again, mingling with the abstract idea
thus presented to our minds is the agony of
individual suffering, not among stalwart wen
alone, but among the innoceut and defense-
less vietims of the war—the aged and infirm,
the wonnded and the sick, feeble women and
helpless babes, At the thonght of their dark,
dire, irredeemable destitution the very heart
of humanity thrills with pity, Bul on this
side of the Atlantic we have never yet con-
fined our sympathies to mere comwmiseration,
As for the Greeks in their hour of mis-
fortune: &8 for TYoland and Hungary,
when they both starved and bled; as for
Ireland, when her homeless children were
dying by thousands on the highways orin the
pest-houses of their native land, whieh shoald
have been the island Canaan of the north, the
band of American Lounty was instantly and
repeatedly extended, so let it be held out
now over the stormny sea and through the
wintry gloom to stricken France. And there
is no time to lose. Every day of delay may
be fatal to many a poor brother, whom timely
aid would have saved. Noble societies of
foreign natiopality bave already been orga-
nized among us to aid the sick and wonaded
in both Gerweny and France, and native
snbscnptions have not been wanting: but
the imminent, trmning need al this mowment
i for help in kind to whole masses of the
French population.
